Louisville, Ky., June 24.—For the 
third time in as many days the demo- 


cratic state convention Friday night 


broke up in disorder.. It will enter up- 
on the fourth day of its sessions to- 
day without having accomplished any- 
thing more than temporary organiza- 
tion. In the afternoon, when the chair- 
man, for the fourth consecutive time 
since Wednesday night, declared the 
convention adjourned after a viva voce 
vote, which his opponents declare was 
too close to be determined in that man- 
ner, and had refused the call of the 
counties as demanded by them, the 
delegates were primed for an explosion. 
Judge Redwine left his seat; but not 
so the delegates. There was no lack 
of leaders from among the Hardinites, 
and soon they were wrought up to a 
high tension. The Goebel-Stone fol- 
lowers remained in the hall to see 
what was coming off, and tried, with 
their cheers, to drown the angry yells 
of the opposition. 

Rumors of a possible bolt had flood- 
ed the hall, and the hotel corridors all 
day. Indeed, a meeting had been held 
earlier in the afternoon in a neighbor- 
ing hall, at which a number of dis- 
gruntled delegates, principally the 
Hardin Louisville delegates, who ex- 
pected to be unseated, had adopted res- 
olutions of protest against the alleged 
arbitrary rulings of Chairman Red- 
wine. This added to the already bitter 
feeling among the followers of the 
three gubernatorial candidates. 

Sets Crowd in a Frenzy.

NO REDUCTION. 


Peace Conference Will Not Adopt a 


Measure Affecting Present 
Armaments, 


The Hague, June 24. — M. De Staal, 
president of the peace conference, at a 
meeting of the committee Friday, in- 
troduced the Russian proposals look- 
ing to the arrest of armaments and 
read a declaration disclaiming all in- 
tention of proposing a reduction of the 
armaments at present. But, he added, 
he was of the opinion that if a stand- 
still could be agreed upon, a reduction 
would soon come of itself. All the 
powers, he explained, had conferred 
with the czar relative to the immense 
evil of armed peace, and he, M. De 
Staal, now appealed to them to devote 
their energies towards the arrest of the 
continual increase in the cost of armed 
peace, which, he asserted, cost more 
than a tremendous war. 

Col. Gilinslki, of the Russian dele- 
tion, moved that the powers should en- 
ter into an understanding for a term of, 
say, five years, not to increase the ef- 
fective of the peace footing of their 
forces, with the exception of the colo- 
nial troops, and not to increase the 
amount. of their military budgets be- 
yond their present figure. . 

The speeches and the resolutions 
were ordered to be ‘printed and circu- 
lated, and the discussion was adjourned 
until Monday. 

A naval standstill resolution will be 
introduced later. : | 

The information from Germany is 
that Emperor William will not sep- 
arate himself from the other powers in 
the arbitration question; and the Ger- 
man delegates anticipate a favorable 
decision on that point. 7 

The work is now so far advanced that 
the conference will probably take a 
holiday after June 28, in order to al- 
low the delegates to refer to their re. 
spective governments for final instruc- 
tions. j | 

Mr. Frederick Holls, of the Ameri- 
can delegation, alluding to the German 
attitude, said:: ‘‘This matter is much 
exaggerated. Active negotiations took 
place, but Germany is in no way ir- 
reconcilable and would not hesitate, 
more than the other powers, to agree 
to an arbitration eourt established on 
an acceptable basis.” 

London, June 24.—The correspond- 
ent of the Times at The Hague says: 
There is not the faintest chance of the 
Russian proposals being adopted; but it 
is likely some motion will be carried to 
the effect that, in the interests of peace 
and humanity, the conference hopes 
that, unless an emergency should oc- 


cur, war budgets will not be increased. 


Even this apparently trivial result 


might be useful; but it is quite possible | 


that still more will be done, and it 
should not be surprising if the great 
powers finally arrived at some agree- 
ment quite independently of the con- 
ference not to increase naval and mili- 
tary expenditure.

The party returned to 
Adams in time for dinner. At thesame 
time, the president and Mr. Plunkett 
took a drive to Cheshire, remaining 
away about an hour. Mrs. McKinley 
remained indoors on account of the 
weather. The president did very little 
official work during the day, and 
seemed to be enjoying his outing to the 
utmost. In the evening the Assembly 
club held its first meeting of the season 
at Forest Park pavilion, in honor of 
Miss Barber and Miss Duncan, of the 
presidential party. Late in the even- 
ing the president, Mr. and Mrs. Abner 
McKinley and Mr. W. B. Plunkett 
drove to the park and spent a short 
time at the assembly.

The new French cabinet ministers took 
possession of their offices Friday.

THE NEW CHURCH. 


After a homeless existence of nearly 
13 months, the Congregationalists will 
tomorrow come into possession of one 
of the most comfortable and best ar- 
ranged churches in the city. Accord- 
ing to the contracts the edifice was to 


be entirely completed by January, but | 


the neglect of inserting a penalty 
clause has made possible the tedious 
delay on the part of the architects. 
Now, however, that pastor and con- 
gregation may look upon their house of 
worship with its improvements, its 
beauties and eornveniences, the year’s 
trouble and worry are forgotten, and 
only the fact is remembered that it is 
but a matter of hours before it will be 
their own. 

In constructing the present building, 
a very considerable portion of the 
former structure was utilized, but so 
skillfully has the work of designer and 
workmen been accomplished that it is 
difficult to believe the completed edifice 
other than a unit in time of erection 
and as regards the authorship of its 
plans. In an inspection of the interior 
of the building the feature which most 
strongly draws attention is the skill 
shown in the arrangement of the var- 
ious apartments, and how each seems 
to be in exactly the one situation where 
it would be most easily approached and 
where it could serve the greatest num- 
ber of purposes. The first change to 
be noticed in entering the church is the 


general audience room, which is now: 


of the dimensions of 43 feet by 84 feet, 
which permits a seating of 425 with 
unusually large aisles and extra space 
at the rear of the room and before the 
chancel. At the north of the audience 


room is an annex of about 1,950 sjuare’

| informed war department officials. 
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Fhe administration has at last come 
to recognize the necessity of reenforc- 
ing Gen. Otis’ command. Itis apparent 
that some of the department officials 
are figuring om the advisability of en- 
listing sufficient men to form ten com- 
plete regiments. 

Acting Seeretary of War Meiklejohn 
said that if the president authorized 
additional men, the number would be 
determined after a consultation with 
Gen. Otis. It would not be surprising. 
were the department to hear from Gen. 
Otis before the return of the president, 
in order that the latter may be supplied 
with the neeessary information in order 
to take immediate action. 


“In any event,’ said Mr. Meiklejohn, 
“there is little probability of a formal eall 
fer volunteers. State organizations will 
not be accepted, although there are many 
applications on ffle from them for muster 
in and dispatch to the Philippines. The 
presitient will, I think, authorize the de- 
partment to direet its recruiting officers to 


wnake enlistments, and I am confident that | 
men can be obtained in such numbers as to | 
form a complete organization and be ready | 


for service with Gen. Otis during the fall 
months.”

THE NEW CHURCH. 


After a homeless existence of nearly 
13 months, the Congregationalists will 
tomorrow come into possession of one 
of the most comfortable and best ar- 
ranged churches in the city. Accord- 
ing to the contracts the edifice was to 


be entirely completed by January, but . 


the neglect of inserting a penalty 
clause has made possible the tedious 
delay on the part of the architects. 
Now, however, that pastor and con- 
gregation may look upon their house of 
worship with its improvements, its 
beauties and eorveniences, the year’s 
trouble and worry are forgotten, and 
only the fact is remembered that it is 
but a matter of hours before it will be 
their own. 

In constructing the present building, 
a very considerable portion of the 
former structure was utilized, but so 
skillfully has the work of designer and 
workmen been accomplished that it is 
difficult to believe the completed edifice 
other than a unit in time of erection 
and as regards the authorship of its 
plans. In an inspection of the interior 
of the building the feature which most 
strongly draws attention is the skill 
shown in the arrangement of the var- 
ious apartments, and how each seems 
to be in exactly the one situation where 
it would be most easily approached and 
where it could serve the greatest num- 
ber of purposes. The first change to 
be noticed in entering the church is the 


general audience room, which is now’ 


of the dimensions of 43 feet by 84 feet, 
which permits a seating of 425 with 
unusually large aisles and extra space 
at the rear of the room and before the 
chancel, At the north of the audience 


room is an annex of about 1,950 sjuare’ 


feet, which may be divided by-folding 
doors into aroom each for primary and 
intermediary Sunday school classes, 
quarters for a students’ bible study 
class. Om special occasions this annex 


| can be opened into the audience room, 


thus increasing the seating of the 
building by about 200. It is estimated 
that without inconvenience the two 
rooms will accommodate 700. There is

Improvement on the Phonograph. 

At a recent meeting of the Academie 
des Sciences, Paris, Mr. Marcy pre- 
sented a new phonograph which 
speaks so distinctly that one can 
scarcely recognize any difference bpe- 
tween the original voice and its repro- 
duction. On the same occasion Mr. 
Dusaur described a new method of am- 
plifying the sounds of the phonograph 
just as a photograph is enlarged. It is 
done by causing the phonograph to 
speak into a second phonograph having 
a cylinder of larger diameter.
